CHAPTER 309. 
AN ACT to amend sections 1947, 1948, 1949, 1950, 

1951, 1952, 1953, 1954, and 1955, of chapter 89, of 
the revised statutes, relating to life and accident 
insurance companies. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Sections 1917, 1948, 1949, 1950, 1951, 
1952, 1953, 1954, and 1955, of chapter 89, of the 
revised statutes of this state, are hereby so amended 
as to include in the privileges in said sections 
granted to, and in the conditions and require-
ments imposed upon life and accident insurance 
corporations, live stock insurance corporations, 
the intent and purpose of this amendment being 
to have all the conditions of said sections, so far 
as the same are applicable, apply to live stock in-
surance corporations as fully and completely as 
if wherever in said sections the words, "life or 
accident insurance corporations," occur, it had 
read, life, accident, or live stock insurance corpor-
ations. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.
